W tic surgeon James Kartell learned he will 
spend the next five years in jail Wednesday. 

Judge Isaac Borenstein gave Kartell five to eight 
years for the manslaughter conviction he received 
after shooting Janos Vajda, the man his estranged 
wife called her “betrothed.” 

The judge told the 61-year-old. Kartell that the 
sentence will allow “your being free someday and 
rejoining the community.” 

The sentence was read after Borenstein heard 
from Vajda’s three daughters, and received 16 letters 
from Kartell supporters. 

“He wasn’t perfect, but he was my father, and he 
was taken away from me in a brutal and inhuman 
manner,” said Eszter Vajda, the oldest of the three 
daughters. 

She asked that Kartell receive the maximum sen- 
tence for manslaughter, 20 years. 

“Hands are made for healing and helping, but not 
for hurting,” said Bernadett Vajda. She called 
Kartell’s shooting “simply unforgivable.” 

For his part, Kartell offered an apology. 

He said he wished life was like a computer, and 
came with an “undo button,” so he could wipe out 
the night of Feb. 23, when he shot Vajda twice, once 
in the stomach, and a second time in the back of the 
g bead.

Borenstein told the Vajdas that although 
request for a lengthy sentence is very understand- 
he could not base his decision on sympathy, 
or an eye-for-an-eye philosophy.

Senator touts budget 
windfall for schools 


With an eye to gaining approval for 
their plan to build two new schools, 
school leaders this year said they pre- 
sented only “a bare-bones budget.” 

On Monday, state senator Susan Tuck- 
er (D-Andover) said the school could put 
a little more meat on those bones. 

That’s because state officials agreed 
Monday to the senate version of the 
state budget, which allocates more 
money for education than the gover- 
nor’s budget. In preparing their budget 
for the year, Andover school officials 
had assumed the governor’s version of 
the budget would pass, Tucker said. 

“Andover is going to get an addition- 
al $140,500 from what the governor had 
proposed. That’s just for education, and 
then there will be the additional $200,000 
(announced earlier) from lottery 
receipts,” Tucker said. 

“That’s good news for the people 
pinching pennies in the school depart- 
ment,” she said. 

Superintendent Claudia Bach said 
school officials do not have a plan yet 
for how the money will be spent.

Andover commuted to the school and 
awaited the arrival of their teachers 
before entering. 

“Students from all walks of life came 
to the Pike School. Some came in lim- 
Ousines and some took public trans- 
portation,” Pike School graduate Bar 
bara Innes said. 


Innes was a member of the class of 


10 students, and said that it was an 
unusually small number. 

“The class would have graduated 16 
students if some kids didn’t move 
away. The classes before and after 
mine were huge in comparison,” Innes 
Said. 

When Innes attended Pike School 
she resided in Methuen and traveled on 
two busses to get there. She remembers 
all the students waiting outside the 
school for the teachers to arrive. 
According to Innes, the kids would 
carry the teacher’s books and belong- 
ings into the building. 

“One morning I rolled out a star- 
spangled, red-paper carpet for the 
teachers to walk in on,” Innes said. 

Innes said that Pike was the first ele- 
mentary school to teach Latin, French 
and algebra. It also offered such activi- 
ties as square dancing and ballroom- 
dance lessons. 

“Pike School represented faculty, 
students and parents who supported 
themselves. Back then the parents sup- 
ported a lot of culture. We used the 
Guild House on Brooke Street for a 
gymnasium, the Phillips Academy ten- 
nis courts, the Andover library, and we 
took lessons at the Andover Riding 
Academy,” Innes said. 

During World War II, the school 
operated on a small sum of money and 


faced the possibility of closing down,

she said. In 1944 the parents of the com- 
munity put together $15,000, and pur 
chased the Forbes Home on Hidden 
Road from Phillips Academy.

I think 
it was the only time Mrs. Pike posed for 
a picture. We all surrounded her and 
she had a big smile on her face.

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Hate that ‘dirty’ water, in Brookfield Road area

Dan Gagnon and his family at 58 Brookfield 
Road first noticed a water problem weeks ago 
when the laundry they threw into the washing 
machine came out dirtier than before COV- 
ered in orange rust stains. Since then, he said, 
it's been anybody's guess what color the water 
will be on any particular day. 

“Right now, the water is clear,” said Gagnon. 
“But yesterday, it was yellow. Every few days 
this happens.” 

That same yellow-tinged water has flowed 
from Jean Furness’ spigot at 48 Brookfield 
Road, and has caused problems in even the sim- 
plest everyday activities. 

“You can’t do laundry, you can’t shower, 
you can’t bathe, and you can’t even make 
lemonade for your children,” Furness said 
with frustration. 

These are two of the neighbors in the Brook- 


field Road area who say they have called the 
Department of Public Works repeatedly since 
January, without getting what they believe are 
sufficient explanations as to why their water 
has turned orange, or any hopes for a quick 
solution. 

But the dirty water is no cause for alarm, 
said DPW Director Jack Petkus. The source of 
the problem is old pipes in need of replacement, 
which the town is working on improving. In 
addition, he says, DPW has not received a signif- 
icant number of phone calls from upset resi- 
dents, and certainly none going back since the 
first of the year 

The water is discolored by iron, says Petkus, 
and does not contain any bacteria or harmful 
deposits. 

“The water may not look good, and it may 
taste like a tin can, but it won't kill you. At least

said Petkus. 

The pipes that serve the Brook- 
field neighborhood date back to 
before water pipes were lined with 
concrete to prevent the flow of 
water from touching the iron, said 
Petkus. Today, the pipes are old, 
and it is inevitable that rust builds 
up inside the pipes, he says. 

Recently Merrimack College 
had used water cannons to irrigate 
their fields, a method that sucks 
large amounts of water from the 
pipes in a high pressure stream, 
Petkus said. Such activity stirs up 
sediment and rust in the pipes, dis- 
coloring the water that flows into 
residents’ homes. 

When some residents com- 
plained of a problem, said Petkus, 

the town told Merrimack not to 
use the water cannons anymore. 
But, he admitted, it seems the 
problem is still there, which could 
mean it’s time to replace the water 
pipes below Brookfield Road. 

But first the town has to try less 
expensive, temporary solutions to 
eliminate the dirty water, Petkus 
said. DPW handed out a com- 
pound called Rover to neighbors 
with complaints, a sodium bisul- 
fite compound, that washes away 
rust-colored stains in sinks and 
bathtubs. Neighbors were advised 
to drain off a few gallons from 
their hot-water tanks, and 
hydrants along Brookfield Road 
have been flushed 24 hours a day 
for weeks now. But nothing has 
provided satisfactory results, said 
Gagnon, and the neighborhood is 
tired of waiting. 

Though Petkus stated publicly 
at the July 10 Selectmen’s meeting 
that the iron levels are not harm- 
ful, Charlotte Page of 54 Brook- 
field Road wonders if that still 
holds true after an individual has 
ingested those high levels for over 
six months. “When this thing first 
started, they told us (the iron) 
wouldn’t hurt us. But it’s six 
months later, and you have to 
wonder,” she said. 

Besides the fact that residents 
are turning up their noses at the 
yellow water, some are angry that 
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Flushing avenue — Public 
Works has been flushing 
hydrants in the area. 


they are paying for water they con- 
sider unusable. Page pays $1.02 for 
a gallon of bottled water, and her 
family drinks three or four gallons 
a week. That cost is in addition to 
her monthly water bill. Page said 
she’s also had to replace many of 
the household’s white laundry 
because it became permanently 
stained with rust. 

“T’d like to send (the town) a bill 
for all the whites I’ve had to 
replace,” she said. 

“We are paying for clear water, 
and we're not getting it,” said 
Gagnon. “We have a right to expect 
it.” If something does not change 
for the better soon, he added, he 
could see the neighborhood taking 
legal action. “You can’t live with 
this kind of water,” he said. 

Page is also ready to take the 
matter into her own hands. “The 
whole neighborhood has to ban 
together, go down to the town, and 
raise holy-heck,” she said. 

But the soonest the pipe could be 
replaced is next year, said Petkus, 
and not because the town is 
“putting off’ the neighborhood, as 
many of the residents seem to feel. 
Brookfield Road is No. 1 on DPW’s 
list when the next town meeting 
rolls around, Petkus said, but that 
is when money can be set aside.

A call to a hospital for help for a depressed 
man led ‘to police briefly fearing a potential 
hostage situation, and then peacefully resolving a 
situation on Beacon Street. 

Before the incident was settled however, 
police closed a portion of Beacon Street because it 
appeared a resident was refusing to come out of 
his home, and had firearms inside. 

Beacon Street neighbors had never before 
seen events like the incident that occurred Mon- 
day, said Henry Bolduc, of 204 Beacon St. He said 
he initially thought the flashing police lights 
were only there for a speeding ticket. 

But those cars were setting up to block the 
intersections of Beacon and Chandler streets and 
Beacon and Mount Vernon in Lawrence, around 
5 p.m. Monday, after a Haverhill hospital nurse 
called Haverhill police. 

She reported that a live-in girlfriend had 
called her from Beacon Street, saying her 
boyfriend, Kevin Chamberlain, of 211 Beacon St., 
was “despondent” and had four or five firearms 
in his possession. 

The nurse decided to turn the situation over to 
police and told them the 
girlfriend said Chamber- 
lain had threatened to kill 
both of them. Haverhill 
police directed the call to = 
Andover authorities. 

But Susan  Gurry, 
Chamberlain’s _ girlfriend § 
of 12 years, says she never § 
said Chamberlain would 
hurt anyone. She says she 
only called because he | 
seemed depressed and she 
wanted him to get medical 
attention. 

“He was not right. I’ve 
never seen him like this 
before. This man was emo- 
tionally distraught,” she 
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said. “I was never afraid for my life until I saw all 
the police and SWAT cruisers.” 

Gurry says that when the nurse said she 
would call police, she was not troubled. 

“I just wanted help to put him into an ambu- 
lance,” she says. “I feel he was really sick and 
needed some help. He couldn’t even wake up.” 

Andover police first sent an unmarked vehicle 
to the property to assess the situation, said Chief 
Brian Pattullo. All the window shades were 
drawn and the only activity spotted was the girl- 
friend walking around outside. 

She had exited the house after hiding the 
firearms under a bed, away from her boyfriend, 
said police. 

Relieved there was no hostage situation, police 
removed her from the scene and drove her to a 
secure location. 

Police said they were told “there could be a 
problem” if Chamberlain spotted police or para- 
medic vehicles outside. But while the Vietnam vet 
has a history of health problems, Gurry said “the 
man never threatened to hurt me. I was afraid for 
(his health), not for me. He’s a good person.” 

Police decided to deploy the Northeastern 
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Police removed several weapons from the scene.

We are in a seller’s market today 
in school construction. There is so 
much work available in New Eng- 
land in general, and Massachusetts 
in particular, that contractors are 
working with very full plates and are 
able to pick and choose their work, 
and to demand higher prices than at 
any time in the recent past. 

In fact, in the vast majority of 
recent bids in Eastern Mass. for 


school construction, bids have been 
substantially more than budget esti- 
mates, and the number of bidders 
has been low. 

Last Thursday, six general con- 
tract bids were opened, a strong 
number in the current climate, and, 
for the most part, they were very 
tightly bunched, a fact which 
demonstrates a competent, 
clear and complete set of 
architectural drawings and 
specifications. Most impor- 
tantly, however, the low bid 
(in fact, most of the bids) 
were under budget, almost 
unprecedented today. 

Finally, the low bidder is a 
competent general contrac- 
tor who has done a large 
number of school construc- 
tion projects. 

It seems to me that all of 
us can breathe a bit easier 
based on my observations of 
the work that has led to this 
result. Perhaps in two years 
we will be able to look back 
on a highly successful con-

Beams come down on Dragon’s Lair

The legend of Dragon's Lair will come 
to a halt Monday, when demoliton of the 
15-year-old playground is set to begin. 

Once legendary for its expansive 
wooden structure, tires, slides and 
swings, the popular Bancroft School play 
ground has fulfilled its life expectancy. It 
was recently deemed unsafe. 

The Dragon’s Lair demolition is set to 
begin around 9 a.m. on July 24. Children 
will not be able to use the playground 
during the demolition, and a fence will go 
up to keep them away. Then, a new play- 
ground will be built in its place. 

“It’s been a co-operative effort between 
the town and the school community. We 
all have the same goal, which is to make

“We were very concerned, because 
throughout the state bids have been com- 
ing in very high,” he said.

“We were very satisfied,” said Project 
Manager Phil Tuminelli, “because we got 
six bidders during a very difficult bidding 
climate.”

“You have to take the lowest eli- 
gible and responsible bidder. (Callahan) 
is not what I would consider a responsi- 
ble company.” 

On the other hand, Andover resident 
Tom Deso of School Furnishings, a dis- 
tributor of school furniture in Amherst, 
NH., has seen Callahan take on at least 10 
jobs over the past few years, and sees no 
reason to discredit the contractor. 

“School building projects are usually 
plagued with problems,” he said, “and 
they are not always the general contrac- 
tor’s fault. It could be the architect’s prob- 
lem. It’s not always as simple (as blaming 
the contractor),” he said. 

Deso cannot imagine that Callahan 
will not be awarded the contract, and he 
has faith the company will prove itself. 
Every contractor that bids on public pro- 
jects must be qualified by the state’s Divi- 
sion of Capital Planning, he said. There- 
fore, if all the horror stories about Calla- 
han are true, the contractor would not be 
on a list for disbarment by the state. 
School Committee Chairwoman Tina 
Girdwood also says it is difficult to dis- 
qualify a low bidder, and any appeal 
could delay the project significantly.

New Shawsheen Principal 
Brenda O’Brien is also plan- 
ning an open house geared to 
show West parents what the 
Shawsheen K-2 program has to 
offer. 

The effort to send kinder- 
garten students to Shawsheen 
is a practical one. 

While there are four kinder- 
garten classes with an average 
class size of 22 at West Elemen- 
tary, Shawsheen is projected to 
have five classes with an aver- 
age size of 18.8. 

Because Andover has _half- 
day kindergarten, one of the 
kindergarten classrooms at 
Shawsheen is empty during 
half the day. So adding an addi- 
tional kindergarten class at 
Shawsheen would be _ easier 
than trying to find space at 
West Elementary for a new one, 
says Superintendent Claudia 
Bach. 

“We figure if about 10 or

more people are interested in 
the change, than we can (create 
another kindergarten class at 
Shawsheen). If we don’t get 
about 10, then we probably 
won't do it, because we won't 
have enough children for a fifth 
class,” says Bach. 

Shawsheen is open to all 
families in Andover, but Bach 
believes that some new 
Andover residents or first-time 
parents may not know that 
they do not necessarily have to 
send their child to their neigh- 
borhood school.

Though school leaders will 
be watching the West Elemen- 
tary kindergarten numbers 
closely throughout the sum- 
mer, they are encouraged by 
the other numbers see through- 
out the system. In fact, it 
appears that Andover may not 
need to hire either of the two 
contingency teachers it plans 
for in each year’s budget. 

“We're within the school 
Class-size policy across the 
board,” says Bach.

grade. The largest average class 
size in Andover’s elementary 
schools is projected to be 25 stu- 
dents per class in the fifth 
grade at South School. 


Middle schools 


There are 1,478 students pro- 
jected for Doherty and West 
middle schools combined, with 
class sizes between 24.5 and 26.7 
students per teacher. 

“They aren’t significantly 
higher than last year because 
our projections showed that 
this year they kind of leveled 
out,” says Bach.

Bus brouhaha at Pomps may lead to playtime partnership

Though Andover kids won’t be 
splashing around with Lawrence chil- 
dren brought by bus to Pomps Pond 
this summer, town and city officials 
will take the plunge into creating year- 
round fun and games for community 
youths as a whole. 

In addition, Lawrence Mayor Patri- 
cia Dowling is hopeful that next sum- 
mer new arrangements can be made so 
buses can resume their trek to the 
Andover swimming hole. 

After a near-drowning last year, 
Andover became concerned that too 
many children frequented the pond, 
making adequate supervision difficult. 
Rather than risk lives, DCS was willing 
to err on the side of safety and prohibit 
buses completely, hoping to cut down 
on the number of youths flooding the 
pond, said Kim Stamas, of DCS. 

The decision came as a shock to 
Lawrence programs such as_ the 
Greater Lawrence Head Start that have 
driven busloads of little ones to the 
pond once a week. 

Concerned that the restriction was 
intended to ban specifically Lawrence 
residents from the swimming hole, 
Dowling requested a meeting with 
Andover officials. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, 
Department of Community Services 
Director Mary Donahue and Recre- 
ation Coordinator Kim Stamas met 
with Dowling last Wednesday after- 
noon (after Townsman press time) to 


discuss the rationale behind the ban- 
ning of buses. 

Stapezynski and DCS reassured 
Dowling that the decision was equally 
aimed at all surrounding communities 
in the habit of swimming at Pomps. 

Both parties met each other in the 
middle, said Dowling, who acknowl- 
edged Andover’s priority of safety. 

“Nothing is more frightening to an 
adult than having to watch over kids in 
water,” she admitted. 
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Group decision — After a near drowning last year, Andover officials 
feared that allowing busloads of out-of-towners to use the pond might 
flood lifeguards with more people to watch than they could handle. 


But she feels a better solution is in 
sight for next season. 

“My impression is that (Andover) is 
committed to taking a serious look at 
how they can open the pond up as best 
as they can (to outside communities in 
the future),” she said. There must be a 
solution more reasonable than simply 
restricting buses, she said. 

While Lawrence youths will definite- 
ly not swim at the pond this year, DCS 
will take this summer to examine the 


pond usage without the buses, and 
brainstorm ways to admit buses again 
for next year, such as scheduling 
groups at alternating times, or hiring 
more lifeguards. 

In the meantime, Lawrence and 
Andover will work together on creating 
joint recreational activities. 

Andover has extended invitations to 
Lawrence youths to join them at some 
DCS programs, said Stamas, such as 
the Teddy Bear Picnic and the annual 
end-of-summer party. In turn, 
Lawrence is looking into opening bas 
ketball workshops and teams to inter 
ested Andover youths. Andover resi 
dents will also be welcomed to swim in 
Lawrence’s state pools and use the 
city’s boathouse. The joint activities 
have the potential to turn into a year 
round relationship, said Stapezynski 

These recreational activities could 


also include communities such 


North Andover and Methuen. 
Dowling 

“The more activities that wi have 
that include youths (everywher 
better it is,” she said 

The mayor and Andover official 
plan to meet again in the fall, wh 
they can review Pomps’ season withoi 
the buses 

“We're neighbors, and we should 


think in terms of sharing ow 
resources,” said Dowling. “We're in a 
world that’s becoming smaller every 
day, and we should all work together 
and play together.” 


Feeling hamstrung, officials want to bowl over Dover

With growth and development at an 
all-time high in Andover, it is high time 
for changes in the Dover Amendment, 
said Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Miller. 

The Dover Amendment, a statute pro- 
tecting religious, educational, and child 
care facilities from zoning restrictions, 
has presented the board with increasing- 
ly muddled questions of interpretation, 
some which have surfaced within the 
Phillips Academy hockey rink proposal, 
he says. 

Written back in 1950, the Dover 
Amendment was the result of an attor- 
ney general’s ruling that the Massachu- 
setts town of Dover could not prevent 
construction of a Catholic parochial 
school in a residential neighborhood. 
Child-care facilities were added to the 
statute’s blanket of protection about 10 
years ago. Today, under the Dover 
Amendment, development plans for a 
religious, educational, or child-care facil- 
ity can only be subject to eight “reason- 
able regulations”: bulk and height of 


structures, yard sizes, lot area, setbacks, 
Open space, parking and building-cover- 
age requirements. 

But times have changed since 1950, 
says Miller, and the amendment is now 
creating a kind of reverse discrimination 
— that is, discrimination against the 
communities those facilities are sup- 
posed to benefit. 

“The Dover Amendment was needed 
to prevent discrimination,” he said, “but 
now it is being used to almost take away 
the normal input of neighbors,” some- 
thing that should be part of every project, 
Miller said. 

The most recent example of the Dover 
Amendment gone wrong is the Phillips 
Academy hockey rink project, he said, 
which has thronged the board with hear- 
ings about the appropriateness of the site 
and the applicability of the Dover 
Amendment for more than six weeks. 

As an educational institution, PA 
claims to be protected by Dover, there- 
fore preserving the right to expand its 
athletic facilities (which also fall under 
the category of education, PA says, since 


the school is educating its athletes to 
play). But neighbors have raised concern 
over potentially increased traffic on 
Route 28 — one of many issues the Dover 
Amendment does not allow the Planning 
Board to consider. 

‘(The state) needs to review what 
areas can be regulated (under Dover), 
and clearly traffic should be in there,” 
said Miller. “Traffic is a critical factor, 
and to say we can’t deal with it is just 
bizarre.” 

Another recent project that some 
believed might cause traffic problems 
was the Walker Day Care center, pro- 
posed for construction across from 
Raytheon on Lowell Street. While a day- 
care center might have generated busi- 
ness from only 10 or 12 families 50 years 
ago, said Miller, this particular center 
would have provided for up to 150 chil- 
dren. 

The center, which was never built, 
would have been as big as a school, he 
added, and there is no doubt traffic flow 
would have needed to be considered with 
such a high volume of activity. 


“As a planning board, we have the 
responsibility to make sure a project is 
safe for those using it, as well as th 
neighbors and surrounding (communi 
ty), Miller said. 

Various institutions that recently 
have tried to use the Dover Amendment 
have cooperated with the board and the 
community for the most part, said 
Miller. But reworking the amendment 
would give the board more power to 
make its decisions regulation, and not 
just advisory. 

Planning Director Steve Colyer 
believes that for the Dover Amendment 
to better serve the commonwealth, a set 
process for planning boards to follow in 
Dover-applicable cases must be estab- 
lished. A case with Montessori School 
forced the Planning Board this year to 
change their procedure to a new process, 
as opposed to the typical site-plan special 
permit, where the town building inspec- 
tor is first presented with the proposal. 
But, Colyer added, there is no guarantee 
that the new process is any more legal or 
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Planning: Move over, Dover 


better equipped to deal with Dover Amendment 
projects than the last one. 

But traffic and drainage should absolutely be 
areas that the town has authority over, Colyer 
said. 

State Sen. Sue Tucker agrees that traffic and 
drainage must be under town jurisdiction. Just 
last week, she and Rep. Barry Finegold both 
agreed that the Dover Amendment needs some 
serious attention. However, with the legislative 
session winding down, no bill seeking Dover 
Amendment improvements will be considered 
until at least next January. “Nothing happens 
easily or quickly,” Tucker said. But there is 
support for some kind of change, she said, as 
there have been many court cases filed recently 
concerning interpretation and confusion over 
Dover. 

Finegold wants to see a new and improved 
Dover Amendment draw the line as to how 
much commercial use a religious, educational 
or child-care institution can have and still fall

This issue has also 
been prominent at hearings concerning PA’s 
hockey rink, as the school will continue to 
allow several outside organizations, such as the 
Andover Youth Hockey and a figure-skating 
group, to use the ice. 

But there is no telling how soon a change to 
Dover could result, Tucker said, as 10,000 bills a 
year are filed and only hundreds are passed. No 
future alterations in the amendment will ever 
be applied retroactively. 

The Andover Planning Board and the boards 
of other communities share a concern over the 
Dover Amendment, Miller believes. “My sense 
is that we’re not the only community struggling 
with this thing,” he said. But for now, there is 
no immediate end to the frustration. 

“Our responsibility is to look at a project and 
come up with a decision that makes sense,” 
said Miller. “But no one likes to be told from a 
lawyer that (the proponent) is protected, and 
that we can’t do anything about it.”

Paula Daher’s advice: 

She first suggests putting organizers 
in the closet to house the toys, making 
sure they are in easy reach of children. 
Also, the play tables should be tucked 
away in a corner of the room so they’re 
not in plain view. 

While the carpet can stay, she says 
she would paint the walls in a warm 
taupe color and the ceiling a lighter 
shade of that wall color.

This is a decorating dilemma 
most families face at one point or 
another. How do you create an 
attractive living space, when you 
have young children with lots of 
toys?

The current placement of the liv- 
ing room set and tables creates an 
adult area for sitting and even 
entertaining friends.

repaint over stains when I was unable 
to completely remove them. What's 


the best procedure 
for dealing with this 
problem? 


Answer: Your 
first impulse may be 
to try to paint over 
the stain, but many 
stains cannot be cov- 
ered with paint 
alone. Rust, grease 
or oil, crayon wax 
and magic marker 
ink may be activated 
by the solvent (water 
or oil) in the paint, 
and bleed _ back 
through the new 
paint. This is true 
regardless of how 
many coats of paint 
you apply. You must 
either seal over the 
stain or remove the 
offending material 
from the wall before 
painting. 

The best approach 
is to try to remove 
the stain material: 
Check with your 
local paint dealer for 
products containing 
solvents that will 
remove _ splattered 
latex paints, grease, 
crayons and other 
stains. Pour some 
cleaner on a clean 
cloth, wet the stain 
and let the cleaner 
work for a couple of 
minutes. If you just 
try to scrub the stain 
away, you may also 
remove some. wall 
paint. 

If the stain comes 
off the paint, spot- 
prime the stain area 
and then repaint the 
wall. 

If the stain proves 
difficult to remove, 
you can seal in 
almost any _ stain 
with a shellac sealer. 
The shellac is fast- 
drying so it does not 
activate the stain 
material, but covers 
it over. 

To avoid the shiny 
spots due to higher 
sheen over the shel- 
lac sealer, seal the 
entire wall with shel- 
lac, not just the 
stain.

She suggests painting or papering 
the walls in a striped pattern, tone-on- 
tone.

The ceramic jugs atop the cabinets can 
be realigned to appear less rigid. By plac- 
ing the jugs together, in groups of two or 
three and adding a bowl, plate or other 
ceramic piece, the look becomes more deco- 
rative and less like a display. Ms. Croft said 
people have a tendency to line items up, as 
though facing a firing squad. Just changing 
the spacing can change the entire feel of the 
area. 

When the items are together, they are 
one unit to catch the eye. When separate, 
the eye goes to three, four, even five items 
and loses the effect. 

As for larger changes, she recommends 
recessed lighting built into the ceiling in 
several spots to brighten the room. If a 
flooring change is needed, perhaps a hard- 
wood laminate would work well with the 
cabinetry.

Opening up interior 
space in a home

There is nothing carved in 
stone about the position of 
interior walls in your home. 
These partitions were built 
where they are either to per- 
form some structural duties 
that would have been too 
costly to accomplish another 
way or to suit the interior 
design fashions of the day. 
But, as times change, tastes 
also change, and building 
methods change, too. What 
was considered convenient 
and attractive in the 1950s 
to say nothing of the 1850s — is 
often cumbersome when 
matched with present-day 
lifestyles. 

In the last 20 years, one of 
the most notable design shifts 
has been the move toward 
opening up greater interior 
space in a home. The clearest 
example of this is seen in the 
Great Room concept, where a 
designer extends the bound- 
aries of a particular room so 
it becomes multifunctional. 


The most popular candidate 
has been the kitchen, where 
home buyers seem to feel that 
bigger is not only better, it's 
essential. They want plenty of 
room for food preparation as 
well as dining and entertain- 
ing. 

While this is all well and 
good for new home buyers, 
owners of older homes can 
achieve similar results. Fre- 
quently, all that's required is 
the removal of an interior 
wall, or at least part of one. 
And, depending on the situa- 
tion, the job can be a good 
deal easier than many people 
would think. 

Case in point is an older 
home built in the early 1900s. 
Its kitchen had a large adjoin- 
ing pantry that had a big win- 
dow with a pleasant view. 
This room provided a great 
deal of storage space, but it 
was terribly inconvenient. 
The homeowners were will- 
ing to sacrifice the storage 
space to get a comfortable eat- 
ing area inside the kitchen 
and to enjoy the light and 
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view from the window. So, we 
removed the wall. It took only 
two days for two people to 
tear out the old wall, install a 
new header and patch the 
plaster. Painting, wallpaper- 
ing and laying a new floor 
took longer, but they always 
do. 

This might sound a little 
too simple, and in some ways 
it is. It's true that any wall 
can be moved or removed. 
The real issue is how many 
problems you are willing to 
overcome, and this usually 
means how much money you 
are willing to spend. 

To decide, you have to dis- 
cover a couple of things. The 
first is what, if any, structur- 
al purpose the wall serves. 
The second is what, if any, 
mechanical systems (plumb- 
ing, heating, electrical 
wiring) run through the wall. 
Solving the structural prob- 
lem is usually much easier 
than rerouting plumbing, 
heating, and electrical sys- 
tems.

tural duties, you'll have to go exploring. 
This is best done by removing a 16-inch 
square section of ceiling next to the 
wall. It can be repaired later. Shine a 
flashlight into this access hole to see 
how the ceiling joists above the wall are 
positioned. If they run parallel to the 
top plate of the wall, then the wall you 
want to remove bears no weight on its 
own. It can be removed without disturb- 
ing the structure of the house. If, how-

You can install a doubled 2-by-10- 
inch header with a one-half-inch ply- 
wood spacer to span a 10-foot gap with- 
out building temporary support walls.

When it's in 
place on the jack studs, remove the wall 
and install the spacer and the doubler. 
A 12-foot opening calls for doubled two-

Once it's set, add the plywood spacer 
and the second half of the header.

Cover it, patch the walls and ceiling 
with drywall or plaster to finish the job 


ever, the joists are 
perpendicular to the 
wall, you have a load- 
bearing wall and must 
replace the support 
provided by its studs 
with a new header. 
Some walls may not 
be load-bearing even if 
the joists do run 
across them, mostly 
short walls defining 
closet spaces. If you 
can feel or see the end 
of a joist resting on 
top of the wall, you 
know it's a load-bear- 
ing wall. 

If you must install a 
header, you have two 
options: A dropped 
header can be 
installed by a compe- 
tent do-it-yourselfer 
but a flush header is a 
contractor job. A 
dropped header spans 
the width of the open- 
ing end and is sup- 
ported on both ends 
by jack studs like the 
headers over win- 
dows or doors. 

Mechanical _—sys- 
tems inside the wall 
usually show on the 
surfaces in the form 
of light switches, 
radiators or registers, 
and faucets or drains. 
If there are none visi- 
ble, you could still 
have lines leading 
upstairs. Electrical 
changes are easier 
than plumbing or 
heating. You can take 
a peek by removing 
the trim baseboard 
and wallboard behind 
it. Use care on quality 
trim so it can be 
reused. If you find 
plumbing or duct- 
work, call in a con- 
tractor for an esti- 
mate. If you _ find 
nothing but dust and 
dead air, you can 
remove it without 
problems. 

Drywall makes 
less dust and debris, 
but lath and plaster 
construction calls for 
sealing off the room 
to protect the rest of 
the house. Use poly- 
ethylene sheets and 
masking tape to seal 
all doors. Wear gloves

Preparation is the biggest part of painting 


Proper preparation does more to make 
a paint job come out right than any other 
single factor, including the paint. Blem 
ishes you hardly notice on a dingy wall 
stick out like a sore thumb under a neatly 
applied new coat of paint. Prepping walls 
and ceilings can take a lot of time and 
effort, but efficient planning makes the job 
easier and the results even better. 

Begin by having everything you'll need 


at hand before digging in. Helpful tools 
include a punch-type beer can opener, 

two-inch putty knife and/or pull scraper, 
four-inch taping knife, screwdrivers and a 
ladder. Helpful supplies include joint com- 
pound or other filler compound, wood 
filler, 60-80-grit silicon carbide sandpaper 
and 120-grit abrasive, wall washing deter- 
gent, pigmented shellac to seal water 
stains, plastic sandwich bags and paper 


and pencil to store and label any hardware 
you might remove, masking tape, drop- 
cloths and newspapers. 

Before you can fill a crack in a plaster 
wall, you must first make it larger. Scrape 
out all the loose bits and enlarge the crack 
with the pointed end of the beer can open- 
er. Undercut the edges to help key the 
joint compound in place when it dries. 
Clean the crevice, then moisten the pre- 


pared crack and work joint compound 
into the opening, filling it from top to bot- 
tom. Add a second layer of compound, if 
needed, after the first layer is dry and 
sand out any rough spots with 60-80-grit 
silicon carbide abrasive paper on a block. 
To patch a hole in plaster, first brush 
away any loose plaster. If the lath isn't 
showing, moisten the hole and cover it 
with several one-quarter-inch-thick coats

of joint compound 
using a putty or taping 
knife. Let the com- 
pound dry and sand 
between layers. 

Patching a hole in 
drywall where there is 
no lath or other back- 
ing to support the 
patch requires that you 
build a backing. For a 
doorknob-size hole, cut 
away the damaged 
area with a keyhole 
saw. Cut a piece of 
cardboard larger than 
the hole, yet small 
enough to fit through it 
diagonally. 

Punch a hole in the 
center of the cardboard 
with a finishing nail. 
Then pass a five-inch 
length of string knotted 
at one end through the 
cardboard. Apply glue 
to the front surface 
around the perimeter 
of the cardboard patch. 
Pass the patch through 
the hole and pull the 
string taut to pull the 
cardboard tight against 
the drywall while the 
adhesive sets. Then cut 
the string, moisten the 
edges and patch with 
joint compound and 
taping knife. 

To fill a larger hole, 
cut a rectangular hole 
to expose enough of the 
studs on either side of 
the damaged area so 
you can nail in a 
matching drywall 
patch. Nail it in place 
with plasterboard nails 
and make a slight dim- 
ple around the nail- 
head with the hammer. 
Fill the dimples and 
crevice around the 
patch with joint com- 
pound. Sand smooth 
when dry. 

As a final check for 
wall smoothness, slip 
an old stocking over 
your hand and run it 
lightly across the sand- 
ed areas. Where the 
hose snags, sand again 
to remove roughness 
that will show through 
the paint. 
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Tips for installing new viny! tiles 


New flooring can make 
you feel like you're in a 
whole new room. These 
days, it's easy to do it your- 
self. Try vinyl tiles for a 
great look. First, consider 
the current floor. If it is in 
poor condition, a new sub- 
floor may be _ necessary. 
You can do that by covering 
the floor with 1/4-inch ply- 
wood, nailing it every four 
inches. 

If a subfloor is not neces- 
sary, prepare the base by 
removing dirt, grease and 
wax. Make sure the floor is 
level and smooth. Fill in low 
spots or rough areas with 
floor leveler. Then screw 
down squeaky boards and 
fill holes. Replacing base 
molding will make it easier 
to install the floor and give 
it a professional touch. 

Now plan the layout of 
the tile. Make your own 
paper template as a pattern 
to cut around oddly shaped 


objects such as pipes and 
vents. Using a tape mea- 
sure, find the center point 
of the room. Draw a chalk 
line in each direction form- 
ing a cross at the center 
point. You should test fit a 
row of tiles from the center 
point to each wall. Adjust 
the center point so that the 
tiles against the opposite 
walls are the same width. 

If you're laying self-stick 
tile, peel off the backing. Set 
the tiles carefully - once 
placed, they are difficult to 
adjust. Press the tiles tight- 
ly against each other. Start- 
ing at the center point, lay 
the tiles one piece at a time, 
working toward a corner. 
Repeat from the center 
toward other corners. 

If your choice is dry back 
tile, you will need vinyl tile 
cement. Apply the cement 
in a four square foot area at 
a time, using a notched 
trowel. Allow the cement to 


partially dry until it is 
tacky to the touch. Then 
begin laying tiles, starting 
at the center point. Again, 
lay the tiles tightly against 
each other. 

Finally, it's time for trim- 
ming and clean up. Cut tiles 
to fit into the spaces near 
walls and around pipes. 
Clean up any excess 
cement. Now you're ready 
to move furniture back into 
your "new" room.
